The Andover Association of Congregational Churches and ministers, met 
Tuesday afternoon at 2.45 in the South Church.

Returning ‘Ships Bring Messages From Yankee Fighters t 


France. ‘French Language and Customs In- 
teresting to Local Lads. 


Now that Andover homes and Andover citizens have become siaiiana 
to the absence of the boys, many will doubtless be interested to hear from these 
boys and know what they are doing and how army life seems to them. They 
vividly describe the passage over the sea, and from ‘“‘Somewhere in France” they 
address letters. These letters are strictly censored, and many facts which the 
boys would like to tell and which friends would like to know, are eliminated. 
One of the boys tells that on the passage over he saw an Andover boy. on another 
ship near his ship. Greetings were exchanged and the fact of seeing each other 
gave them a feeling o1 delight and new courage. The country in which they are 
located is described, and the beauty of the landscape is compared with that of 
the United States. The French customs and food come in for criticism and 
compliments, according as the several boys see them. The splendid reception 
of the American soldiers by the French and English will long remain in the minds 
of the boys, and the surprise of the Germans at finding them across is also des- 
cribed. No submarines appeared i in sight on the trip over.

President Urges Suffrage 


President Wilson, addressing a dele- 
gation of New York suffragists said:, - 

“Tt is with great pleasure that I re- 
ceive you. 
so.. I know the difficulties which you 
have been working under in New York 
State, so clearly set forth by Mrs. White- 
house, but in my judgment these diffi- 
culties cannot be used as an excuse by 


the leaders of any party or by the} 


voters of any party for neglecting the 
questions which you are pressing upon 
them. Because, after all, the whole 
world now is witnessing a struggle be- 
tween two ideals of Government. It is 
a struggle which goes deeper, and 
touches more of the foundations of the 
organized life of men than any struggle 
that has ever taken place before, and no 
settlement of the questions that lie on 
the surface can satisfy a situatiopawhich 
requires that the questions which lie 
underneath and at the foundation should 


also be settled and settled right. I |: 


am free to say that I think the question 
of woman suffrage is one of those ques- 
tions which lie at the foundation. 

“The world has witnessed a slow 
political reconstruction and men have 
generally been obliged to be satisfied 
with the slowness of the process. In a 
sense it is wholesome that it should be 
slow, because then it is solid and sure; 
but I believe that this war is going to 
quicken the convictions and the con- 
sciousness of mankind with regard to 
political questions, that the speed of 
reconstruction will be greatly increased. 
And I believe that just because we are 
quickened by the questions of this war 
we ought to be quickened to give this 
question of woman suffrage our immed- 
iate consideration. : 

“‘As one of the spokesmen of a great 
party, I would be doing nothing less 
than obeying the mandates of that party 
if I gave my hearty support to the ques- 
tion of woman suffrage which you rep- 
resent, but I do want to speak for my- 
self and say that it seems to me that this 
is the time for the States of this Union 
to take this action.” I perhaps may bé 
touched a little too’ much by the tradi- 
tions of our politics—traditions which 
lay such questions almost entirely upon 
the States, but I want to see communi- 
ties declare themselves quickened at 
this time and show the consequence of 
the quickening. 

“*T think the whole country has appre- 
ciated the way in‘which the women have 
risen to this great occasion. They not 
only have done what they’ have been 
asked to do and done it with ardor and 
efficiency, but they have shown a power 
to organize for doing things of their 
own initiative, which is quite a different 
thing and very much more difficult, 
and I think the whole country has ad- 
mired the spirit and the capacity and the 
vision of the women of the United States. 

“It is almost absurd to say that the 
country depends upon the women for a 
large part of the inspiration of its life. 
That is too obvious to say, but it is now 
depending upon ‘the women also for sug- 
gestions of service which have been ren- 
dered in abundance and with the dis- 
tinction of originality. I therefore am 
very glad to add my voice to those which 
are urging the people of the great State 
of New York to set a great example by 
voting for woman suffrage. It would be 
a pleasure if I might utter that advice 
in their presence. Inasmuch as I am 
bound too close to my duties to make 
that possible, I -am glad to. have the 
privilege to ask you to convey that mes- 
sage to them. 

“‘It seems to me that this is a time of 
privilege. All our principles, all our 
hearts, all our purposes are being 
searched—searched not only by our own 


consciences, but searched by the world,

Harper adds: ‘‘Mrs.. Livingston would 
reach the same conclusions if she went 
through a suffrage campaign in any 
state, as conditions are practically the 
same in all.” This frank admission 
that woman suffrage has failed to win 
popular approval in the United States, 
and that the suffragists have no hope 
of reversing this decision of the people, 
is certainly a notable contribution to 
the discussion of woman suffrage. 

Morris Hillquit, Socialist candidate 
for mayor of New York, states his war 
platform as follows: “I am for peace 
on the basis proposed by the Russian 
Republic—no -annexation, no indem- 
nities.” Germany must not be _ re- 
quired to pay one cent for the ruin 
she has wrought, according to Morris 
Hillquit. In an interview in the New 
York Call of October 8 he says: “ At our 
meetings now we*tell the people they 
need not support socialism unless they 
are prepared to vote for the suffrage 
amendment too.” “The Call” of 
October ‘5, says: Socialists t6 a man, 
will vote for it. But the voting alone will 
not suffice. The propaganda for woman 
suffrage must from now’on until election 
day, constitute a big issue of the Socialist 
campaign. Our Socialist candidates 
must see to it that every voter knows 
exactly his business to talk suffrage to 
his neighbors, shopmates and friends.” 

Mayor Mitchell is a candidate for re- 
eleetion’on his record as one of the best 
mayors New York has ever had, and on 
a platform of straight loyalty to Amer- 
ican ideals. He refuses to make woman 
suffrage a campaign issue. 

The New York Call (Socialist) of Oc- 
tober-17, urges its readers “to sweep 
out of office Mr. Mitchel and all the re- 
action, oppression and hypocrisy for 
which he stands, and to elect in his place 
Morris Hillquit, the man who not only 
stands for the rights of the oppreedss 
and exploited masses, but who also 
stands uncompromisingly for the rights 
of women and who has proclaimed 
woman -suffrage a campaign issue 
“which overshadows all others as a 
permanent measure of social justice and 
progress.”’

Their 
leaders admit that it is “hopeless” to 
get the people to vote for woman suffrage 
but announce their. determination to 
force-Congress_and State Legislatures 
to grant it in spite of the will of the 
people. They are betraying the cause of 
democracy while chanting its watch- 
words. 


Ida Husted Harper writes in the 
New York Evening Sun of October 8, on 
the influences which defeated woman 
suffrage in Maine. She admits that the 
men organized for the defense of our 
government, and ready to. give their 
lives for it—the United States soldiers— 
are more strongly opposed to woman 
suffrage than the population as a whole. 
She says: “This was the first opportun- 
ity to test the soldiers’ vote,on woman 
suffrage. In every camp there was a 
majority against it, with a total of 
almost two to one. The official count 
of the state was 20,600 in favor, 38,838 
opposed.” In reality some of the 
camps gave considerably more than a 
two to one vote against woman suffrage! 
In regard to the future prospects of 
woman suffrage she says: “Mrs. Debo- 
rah Knox Livingston, who managed the 
campaign, says: ‘It is my firm conviction 
that no amount of education will ever 
carry the New England states for woman 
suffrage. The Federal amendment is 
the only instrument that will give equal

Instructions Respecting Increased 
Postage Rates on Letters and 
Post Cards 


It is of the titmost importance that 
every patron of the postal-service be- 
come familiar with the increased rates of 
postage provided for letters, postal and 
post cards by the War Revenue Act. ~ 

Failure to prepay the proper amount 
of postage will delay the dispatch and 
delivery of mail, cause confusion, annoy- 
ance and-inconvenience_and impose 
upon the postal service unnecessary 
labor and expense. 


The increased rates became effective 
November ‘2, 1917, and are as follows: 


(except drop letters and postal and post 
cards) will be subject to postage at the 
rate of three cents for each ounce or 
fraction thereof. 

The rate on drop letters on and after 
November 2, 1917, will-be two cents an 
ouncé or fraction of an ounce. This rate 
applies to all letters mailed for delivery 
within the: postal district of the office 
where deposited, including delivery by 
the city, rural or other carriers of such 
office, ; 

All postal cards, whether they bear 
written messages or are entitely in print 
must be prepaid two cents éach. and, 


therefore, the*one cent postal -cards 
must have a one-cent postage stamp 
affixed to them in addition to the one- 
cent stamp impressed on such cards. 


By order from Washington Oct. 29th, 
post cards and private mailing ¢ 
written or unwritten, are are subject to 
two-cent postage. 

The rate of postage is not affected on 
printed cards bearing the words “post — 
card” or “private mailing card”*which ~ 
do not bear any written additions un- 
‘authorized on third class.matter by the 
provisions of Section 453, P. L. & R., 
such printed cards still bei subject 
to postage at the - third-class : rate, . 
Printed cards mailed at, the third-clags 
rate can not be forwarded from the 
original post office to which ge 
to another post office without a n 
prepayment of postage. 

Matter of the first class insufficiently 
prepaid. will be returned to the sendef, 
if known, for the deficient pos f

Annual Fall Meeting Held in the 

Hall on Sunday Evening. 

Addresses by Alfred L. Ripley 
and Dr. C. M. Fuess. 


The annual meeting of the Andover 
Christian Civic League was held in the 
town hall,. Sunday evening. A small, 
but’ appreciative audience was in at- 
tendance to hear the work of the Public 
Safety Committee and the Red: Cross 
Society. Rev. Frederick A. Wilson, 
president of the League, was in charge of 
the meeting. Prayer was .offered by 
Rev. Clarke Carter. The music, which 
was of a high order, was under the 
leadership of Frederic G: Moore, who 
presided at the piano. A _ double 
quartette, viz: Miss Mabel Carter, 
Mrs. Frederic G. Moore, Mrs. Philip 
Ripley, Miss Jean Dundas, Arthur 
Bassett, Frederick E. Cheever, Eugene 
M. Weeks and Harold G. Robbins, 
sang ‘The Flag. and America,” by 
Dennee, and Mrs. Moore sang “Keep 
the Home Fires Burning”, with splen- 
did effect. Patriotic selections, as 
“The Star Spangled Banner” and “ Am- 
erica”, led by the ‘quartette, were also 
sung as a part of the musical program; 

Mr. Wilson explained the change in 
the program of the meeting, which was 
formerly held as a welcome meeting to 
new citizens, but this:year was a consid- 
eration of present conditions and “An- 
dover’s part in service. He showed 
Andover did her share in ’76, again in 
61 and now in this great world’s war, 
she is doing nobly. The Mothers’ 
Club, the Andover Comfort Commit- 
tee, the Andover Branch of the Red 
Cross, the Public Safety Committee, 
each had rendered splendid service, 

Mr. Wilbon introduced Alfred L. Rip- 
ley, town moderator, as the first speaker, 
who outlined the work done by the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee of Andover. He 
said soon after the breaking of relations 
with Germany everyone seemed ready 
to do something: in the way of. safe- 
guarding property and public works. 
The first meeting was called April 6. 
Other meetings were held on the 9th, 
15th, and 16th of the same month. 
Six meetings of the executive committee 
were held. The subjects discussed were 
the protection of property and the form- 
ation of a Home Guard. The necessary 
committees were appointed and about 
one hundred citizens served on these 
committees. : 

One of the most important. committees 

was the Finance Committee, whose work 
was worthy of notice?’ It had secured 
pledges amounting to $7500 and $4200 
had been received: The amount spent 
was $1800 and there is in the treasury 
now, $2400: Another. very important 
committee, was the Food Production 
and Conservation Committee. As a 
result of this committee’s work, great 
increase was made in the production of 
a number of staple products, among 
which was noted an increase of 90% in 
potatoes and 50%.in-eorn. 
« -Mr.«Ripley- ‘the whole 
work of the Public Safety Committee 
was worth while, as in the, matte: of 
planting potatoes alone; from 1100 
bushels of potatoes to citizens, a 
‘return of $9900 was géported. Public 
health, habits, and morals were much 
better because of the work done and 
interest taken. There*was less pilfering 
than formerly, and a social improvement 
was -visible as Andover people had be- 
come better acquainted and leaders in 
any public work knew Who were capable 
and willing to serve on committees. 

Claude M. Fuess, Ph. D. of Phillips 
Academy, was the second speaker of the 
evening. He presented the work of 
the Red Cross. Society. and gave many 
facts of interest to the readers of the 
Townsman. Twenty-five years ago, the 
Red Cross Society had 12,000 members. 
At the opening of the war, there were 
22,000, and at present the membership 
‘was 4,006,000. _ The society ~ spent- 
$11,000,000 between 1905 and 1917.

England, France, Italy had all proved 
themselves firm against the foe and now 
it was America’s ‘turn. The spirit 
of the American people must be behind 
her boys in the great struggle to make 
the world better and safer for life. It 
was the same spirit that prompted the 
Canadians to add to their national. an- 
them the line ‘‘God Save the Men,”” He 
urged all to spread throughout the 
world the peace which Christ brought 
tothe world, and soon peace would 
follow from the work of the armies en- 
gaged in the great World War.

War Stamp Tax on Parcel Post Mail 


Upon every parcel or package trans- 
ported from one part of the United 
States to another. by parcel post, on 
which the postage amounts to 25:cents 
or more, there shall be paid a tax of one 
cent for each 25 cents or fractional part 
thereof charged for such transportation, 
to be paid by the consignor. No such 
parcel or package shall be transported 
until a stamp or stamps representing the 
tax due shall have been affixed thereto. 

The tax on fourth-class matter is not 
applicable to parcels on which the post- 
age améunts to less than 25 cents. On 
a parcel subject to 25 cents postage the 
tax is one cent. On parcels on which the 
postage amounts to from 26 to 50 
cents, the tax is two cents each, and so 
on. Parcels shall not be accepted for 
mailing unless both the required postage 
and tax are fully prepaid. Special 
interest revenue stamps shall be used to 
pay the tax; postage stamps are not’ 
valid for this. purpose. — fi

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The next part of the program was 
then taken up, viz: “Question: ‘What 
our church is doing for the War.” 

Very interesting reports were given by 
clergymen and lay delegates of the num- 
ber of men the churches had in service. 
What was done in gifts for the men. 
How many Liberty Bonds were pur- 
chased and also the work done by the 
women’s societies of the several 
churches. The second question, “Should 
the work of the Church be changed or 
reduced on account of the War?” was 
ably discussed by Rev. W. F. English 
Jr., and Rev. A. G. Lyon of Lowell. 

Reports from the delegates to the 
National Council were heard with 
much interest. The remainder of the 
business of the afternoon session was 
then disposed of.. Supper was served by 
the ladies of the church, at 6 o’clock. 

The evening session began promptly 
at 7.15 with a praise service, led by Rev. 
A. L. Ferrin of Lowell. The moderator 
then introduced the first speaker of the 
evening, Rev. A. E. Dunning of Boston, 
whose subject was “The Gospel of Peace 
for a World at War.” The speaker 
vividly described scenes in England just 
previous. to the war and explained the 
sudden change which took place in the 
minds of the people. Treaties of peace 
had been signed by England, The 
Hague had been built and universal and 
unend ng peace seemed to be in sight. 
But in the midst of this peace propo- 
ganda Germany was preparing for war 
and making and inventing deadly 
‘machine guns. In a-few-months-tre- 
mendous changes had taken place, the 
soldiers had been brought back wotnded 
and the hospitals filled. Those wounded 
men now were craving for another kind 
f peace. Individual peace of mind was 
what was needed. Gospel workers and 
Y. M. C. A. ‘leaders saw that'a new 
peace must be preached, not-mournful 
stories, but a cheerful gospel. This is 
the gospel needed for the ind.vidual 
soldier. And what is the gospel the 
United States is to give to the world 
in this war?’ It' seemed evident that 
our wation is to administer the blow 
that will end war for all time. 

The second speaker was the Rev. 
John M. Kyle D: D., a member of the 
Presbytery of Carlisle, Pa.,  sub- 
ject, “The Work of Martin Luther, 400 
Years After.”” Dr. Kyle began his ad- 
dréss by describing Luther as one of the 
greatest men in history and that four 
hundred years after, the influence of fis. 
life’s work was powerful in shaping 
thought and influencing character. The 
sound of the hammer he used in nailing 
his ninety-five theses to the church door 
at Wittenburg is still reverberating. 
Who is this man? The son of a miner, 
dedicated to the study of law, but in the 
midst of his university course he changed 
to theology and philosophy. He took 
Paul and Augustine as his models. He 
was backed. by a powerful friend, Fred- 
erick of Saxony, who gave him courage 
in his position. About the time Luther 
was becoming prominent, the Pope was 
urging the sale of. indulgences. This 
brought out Luther’s replies which made 
him unpopular with Rom. His strong 
backing saved him, and he continued to 
issue his books and doctrines. : 

The speaker compared Luther with 
Erasmus, a noted German scholar of 
the same period, and showed Erasmus 
was cowardly and Luther fearless. In 
summing up the life and work of Luther 
Dr. Kyle said he was truly a great 
Christian, marked by his faith, his deep 
religious convictions, courage and his 
deep -interest in the Bible which he 
desired to give to the common people.

A number of people have asked me 
why Indians do not serve in the United 
States army or navy. I have just re- 
ceived the Haskell Institute, Y.M.C.A, 
Bulletin, which. presents an official list 
made up from the Department of the 
Interior records, of eight columns of 
names of young Indians who are serv- 
ing with the army or navy under the 
United States flag. I have not counted 
the names, but they total several hun- 
dred. 

Lieutenant F. Onondeyoh, a Mohawk 
Indian, is in charge of a company of 
Canadian Mohawks serving in France. 

The following Indian schools are, 
represented: Carlisle, Chilocco, “ Has- 
kell, Mount Pleasant, Fort Sill, Arm- 
strong, Phoenix, Flandreau, Rapid City, 
etc. These men are serving in gvery 
capacity as officers ot lower grades, 
infantry, artillery, marines, sailors, hos- 
pital corps, Y.M.C.A. and so forth. 
If the Government would encourage 
Indians to enlist it would be easy to se- 
cure at least five thousand and possibly 
ten thousand young men in our ser- 
vice. They would do best as cavalry men 
ard could patrol the Mexican border, 
and thus release white troops for ser- 
vice elsewhere.

NOTICE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 

You are hereby required on or before Decem- 
ber 1, 1917, to destroy the gypsy and brown tail 
moths on your property in this town-’| 

This notification is in accordance with Chapter 
381, Acts of 1905, as amended by Chapter 268, Acts 
of 1906, which requires cities and towns to destroy 
the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and nests of the gypsy 
and: brown tail’ moths under heavy penalty for 
failure to comply with the provisions of the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy such eggs, 
caterpillars, pupae and nests then the city or town 
is required to destroy the same, and the cost of the 
work, in whole or in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and becomes.a lien on the 
land. (See Section 6, Chapter 381, on reverse). 

The selectmen ask owners and tenants to co- 
operate with the town in its work on highways and 
other public grounds by doing effective work on 
their premises. Citizen’ qwho havé cleaned their 
premises of the moths, but find their trees. endan- 
gered by the neglect of ownersof adjoining estates 
should make complaint to the selectmen. The 
infestation of a residential neighborhood by the 
neglect of a few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moths st ould be destroyed 
at once with creoscte. They shoula never be 
scraped off the object on which they are laid. 
Careful search should be -made for gypsy moth egg 
clusters, not only on trees but alsd on house walls, 
stone walls, fences and in rubbish heaps, etc. Trees 
in which cavities occur and which itis not desirable 
to cut should have the cavities tinned or cemented. 
This is important. The present and future cost. of 
combating this insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless brush, hollow trees, 
etc. A few trees well cared for are more valuable 
to the property owner and the community than a 
large number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail moth should be cut 
from the trees, carefully collected and burned in a 
stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to best methods of work 
against the moths may be obtained from the 

Local Superintendent, J. H. PLavpon, 
or from the State Forester, Room 1009, 6 Beacon 
Street, Boston, Mass. 

Work done by contractors should be inspected 
and approved by the Local Superintendent before 
payment for the same is made.

The sweater day, October 12, proved 
a great success. During the week of 
October 12, the sweaters were re- 
ceived at. the Supply Service at the 
rate of approximately 2000 a day. 

On October 20, it was found by 
actual count that there were. still 
8,664 drafted men at Camp Devens, 
unprovided with sweaters.

 Secienshane in France 
. « Oct. 12, 1917 
Dear, Mother:— 

October 12th in France is quite dif- 
ferent than in the U.S. Today it is 
raining something fierce, so much so that 
all drills were called off. I can readily 
see the object now of issuing the so- 
called trench shoes to us. The mud at 
our campgrounds is quite similar to that 
of the cowpath at Uncle Irvin’s, How- 
ever, we were somewhat more fortunate 
than most of the companies. It was 
kind of hard to get used to at first but 
now we don’t mind it so much. 

When we landed, I was detailed with 
sixty-nine other men to help unload and 
clean up our ship. Al McKee, Carl 
Lindsay, John Baker and the two Larkin 
boys, all from Battery F, were also on 
the detail, so I was-right at home: It 
was hard work but we had a good boss, 
Captain Choate of the Supply Company, 
and we had much better food than com- 
ing over. I suppose vou have heard 
some news of our arrival before his. 
Ordinarily we would have been allowed 
to cable home, but the lines were re- 
served for official business. However, 
Chaplain. Stackpole telegraphed some 
money home and I hope Mrs. Stackpole 
made known to the townspeople that 
we had arrived. 

It seems odd to say; but we know less 
of what is actually happening in regard 
to the war than in America. I do, 
though, pick up a little news here and 
there from French soldiers who have 
returned from the front. The French 
that I do know is invaluable to me now, 
as the people in this place are of the 
lower class and can’t speak hardly any 
English. I had quite a lengthy chat 
with a French soldier who had been 
sent home with wounds that had dis- 
abled him for further service, and he was 
quite pleased that he could find an 
American that could talk his own 
tongue, Although I couldn’t under- 
stand anything he said, we got along 
O. K. He said that the Germans had 
no idea that America was so far into the 
war as they are. This fellow must cer- 
tainly have been born under a lucky 
star. The story goes that the French 
were attacking a German trench (by the 
Way, he is in the infantry) and when 
they came out of their trench they were 
attacked on both sides by German 
machine guns. He raised his rifle and 
as he did he was shot through both 
lungs and splintering his left elbow. 
He can’t walk fast or hardly breathe. I 
guess he’ won't last long, All the 
wounded that are unable to'serve at the 
front are shipped home to guard prison- 
ers, and that is what he is doing. 

You might send a bundle of Lawrence 
papers, as Lawrence news would look 
mighty good. Anything that you send 
to me should be put in a wooden box, as 
it will have to stand quite a lot of knock- 
ing around before it reaches me. You 
will notice that there is a date on this 
letter. They are easing up a bit. 

There are some very odd sights in 
France. A good many of the people 
wear wooden shoes. You can hardly 
blame them when shoes cost twelve and 
‘fifteen dollars a pair. There are very 
few four-wheeled carriages; most of 
them have only two wheels. Some of 
the oldest houses have grass roofs. I 
hardly see how they can be practical 
as it rains here every single day. 

I’m afraid that the censor will get 
weary if I write much more, so will 
close, with love to all from your loving 
son, PAUL

Dear'Madge:— 

Just a few lines about the trip, and to 
let you know that we arrived safely in 
France. Regarding the trip, would say 
it-was fine, ide. of two rough days 
we had at sea, the first days out. © Of 
colirse this made us all seasick and we 
were sure sick. We got over that, how- 
ever,’and the rest of the trip was fine. 
We didn’t sight-a-submarine and we all 
had good appetites. Of course we were 
convoyed over, so I guess that helped 
some. We sighted shore about nine 
o’cloek in the morning and were in the 
harbor about’ noon. We dropped 


anchor there and it was about 6.30 
o’clock before we put into poty. It sure 


“was a great sight, as it is a beautiful

place. The people turned out to greet 
us, but.I guess they didn't expect us as 
there wasn’t such a large crowd. We 
stayed on the boat for two days, and 
then the regiment went out for a hike to 
the camp, and also gave us a chance to 
see the city. It was some sight, a 
typical dream that I have read about in 
school;. old-fashioned houses where the 
peasants and narrow streets, etc., was 
an interesting sight. Of course we saw 
everything that was going on. We then 
went back to the boat and made arrange- 
ments and started for camp in the morn- 
ing. We got things well under way and 
are now pretty well fixed. The Y.M. 

C.A. is one great thing for the soldiers. 

You can get things fairly reasonable; of 
course some things are kind of high, 

but you have to expect that. They have 
schools there where you can learn 
French, Stenography and Business Letter 
Writing. There are also some fine 
speakers. It sure is a: great thing. 
There is not very much you can write, 
Madge, as they are censored two or 
three times before they get to the 
U.S.A., which shows the restrictions are 
pretty stiff. Your own personal experi- 
ences is about all you can state. Of 
course, I suppose this lets the folks know 
at home that we are comfortable and 
well. 

Well, I guess I can’t say much this 
time, but will try to have more next 
time. Kindly note this as a letter 
which you can consider as one to all the 
girls and tell them all TI will try and keep 
them posted. Our letters are limited 
and of course I can’t write to them all. 

Hoping you and all the old office girls 
are well. I now have a new office, 
working on statistical work. I sure do 
think of those girls pretty often.

GEORGE SAUNDERS 
é Somewhere in France 

Well, we are in France. It is a very 
queer country—looks dead and deserted. 
All of the people are elderly and you 
very seldom see any young men. 

The houses are of a very queer type, 
most all being built of cement or stone, 
none of ‘wood, as I understand wood is 
very scarce. The roofs are built in a 
forty-five degree and the houses are 
built very narrow in construction. One 
thing I do notice is that the town is very 
clean in appearance—what I have seen 
of it. The villas or residences are in 
most. cases-surrounded by a*very high 
stone wall, and.on top of this wall are 
glass bottles all cut up into small 
pieces, A fellow would be taking an 
awful chance of being cut up if he should 
attempt to climb over. Autos are as 
scarce as hen’s teeth. I do not believe 
there are three personal cars in town. 
The trains are on a very small type, 
about one half the size of one of our 
freight cars. When you see one from 
the distance it looks like a child’s. toy 
train. The engines the boys say, look 
like a Ford. 

I have been on duty to-day, guarding 
prisoners and it was amusing to hear 
them jabbering. The children and also 
the men and women, wear wooden 


"shoes. 


The tobacco here is very poor, so for 
goodness sake, please send some. The 
teams ‘here, are built on the - same 
style as one of our hay wagons, the 
wheels are very small—a [ttle larger 
than an electric car wheel. 

Please send the Townsman, so I will 
get the news. The lights here, all go 
out at ten o’clock, what there is of them.

Paris, Sept. 27, 1917 

Although it is seldom the simplest 
way, I always get all the help I can, for 
these brave, courageous French people, 
from the organized relief charities; 
when that fails, I fall back upon my 
many good and generous friends, who 


| have financially made my personal -re- 


lief work possible, 

I have been much interested in the 
work being done for the re-education 
of the mutilees, at the Grand Palais. 
The Grand Palais now is turned.into a 
huge military hospital. The men who, 
are convalescing are allowed to work in 
the little work shops, which are con- 
ducted in the courtyard, for the poor 
mutilees to learn a trade, which will not 
only give them employment for the 
period of conyalescing, but will fit them 
for the new work they will be forced to 
take up, owing to artificial arms, or poor 
helpless hands in steel frames. I was 
much interested in a little shop where 
the poor men were making, moulding 
and. dressing dolls, 

It was most complete, and they did it 
all with the greatest ‘care and interest, 
whether it was taking a mass of pulp and 
putting it in moulds and presses, or 
painting the faces and arranging the 
clothes and hair. 

After convalescence if the men are 
able to go back to the front, they are 
sent out or otherwise dischatged from 
the hospital, and turned out with wprac-, 
tically no clothes but what they wear 


away. Many of the men were about to’ 


be discharged, and there seemed to be 
no way to get warm underclothing for 
them, so some money from my fund was 
put into warm clothing and socks, and 
their gratitude was almost pathetic, I 
only wish you could have heard their 
appreciation as I did, but as I told 
them it. was —-——— gift, not mine. 
And to-day I received a couple of the 
dolls for “the kind American ladies, 
who sent them the clothes,” so I am 
sending them. 

Bless their hearts, these poor old 
poilus have such, courage, one could 
never do better than try to follow their 
wonderful example.

I tried some, but I think good old water 
has got it over all of them: You can 
get good champagne for $1.50 a quart. 
Some difference from the price you have 
to pay in the United States. 

However, none of that stufffor me. I 
guess I’ll stick to the temperance stuff 
until the water gets so bad I can’t drink 
it. The weather is very bad. I never 
saw showers come up so fast. or so often, 
and it makes the slipperiest mud you 
ever saw in your life. The proper dress 
is a slicker and. rubber boots. All 
officers now have to wear the Tom 
Brown belt, which is a broad leather 
belt round the waist with a strap run- 
ning up across your chest over your 
right shoulder, and down your back. 
It adds greatly to the appearance of the 
uniform, although it is kind of unhandy 
to get into all the time. You have to 
wear a blouse all the time now. 

We are all very well and cheerful, 
and hoping we get a chance to show 
what we are good for, soon.
